During the past year we have maintained the same 
number of schools as heretofore with four teachers at the 
Center school and five rural schools with one teacher each. 

We have painted the interior of the Dyer, Haiti, Cheney 
and Mill Village buildings, installed chemical toilets at the 
Post school and built book shelves at the Cheney, Post, Dyer, 
and Mill Village schools. 

We also made alterations to the heating pipes at the 
Center building thereby saving fuel and improving the heat- 
ing in the basement. 

The roof at the Haiti school which leaked badly has 
been permanently repaired. 

Through the WPA we were able to get some of the labor 
on these jobs. 

We recommend painting the interior of the Post school 
and building a new chimney at Mill Village next summer. 

On account of the resignation of Miss Dwyer we have 
hired Mrs. Mary Jones of Castleton to complete the year at 
Cheney Hill school.

In the above table ( — ) means below standard achieve- 
ment, stated in tenths of one grade, (+) means above 
standard achievement, and (0) means exactly standard. We 
are now applying what we believe to be the most accurate 
type of measurement which has been devised. It is evident 
that the pupils of your school made a very satisfactory gain 
in their schoolwork. It is to be regretted that a few grades 
did not achieve the standard amount of improvement. 

Since practically all of your teachers have remained in 
your schools for some years the gains can be safely felt to be 
due to the reorganization of the school work together with 
better testbooks and equipment. The total expense has not 
increased materially, while the pupils in nearly all school- 
rooms are receiving numerous advantages and broader edu- 
cational experience. 


REPAIRS AND RENOVATIONS NEEDED 

The extensive painting of interiors which has been car- 
ried on in the past eighteen months has been highly appre- 
ciated both by pupils and teachers. The replacement of four 
sets of chemical tanks with new tanks has been an advan- 
tage in sanitation which was necessary. You are now in a 
position to get your rural buildings back to “Superior” rat- 
ing without undue expense. At the same time at which the 
one room schools are being improved it is my opinion that 
the grounds at Center Rutland should be improved for the 
purpose of making a better playground for the pupils and 
with the idea of beautifying the surroundings as well. 

I would recommend that the following projects be given 
attention during 1937-1938: 

1. Bring Post and Mill Village schools again to Super- 
ior rating. 

2. Grade all and seed a suitable part of the grounds at 
Center Rutland. Install suitable lighting fixtures. 

3. Complete the installation of book cases and working 
space in one-room schools. 

4. Give curtain and map equipment a complete renov- 
ation in all schools. 

5. Repair permanent playground equipment. 

FINANCES 

• 

The financial management of the Department was taken 
over by the Board during the year. You will note that the 
deficit has decreased. It will probably continue to decrease 
if the present very reasonable amount of support is con- 
tinued. 

A music supervisor was not added to your staff last 
year as recommended. Your pupils are not having the ad- 
vantages which such a service could give them. Rutland 
Town is certainly financially able to give its children the 
instruction in music which school pupils now have in many 
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Vermont towns. Practically all pupils in our neighboring 
states have music instructions. 

Your schools have been well taught on the whole, rea- 
sonably well provided with textbooks and equipped with 
sufficient supplies during the year. The results are evident 
in the measurement which is presented in this report. Your 
pupils will appreciate any further advantages which you 
can give them.
